But the Benate asy it now stands isa
fie, and its organization depends upon the
reaunlt of the contest between Mr. Lyndall an/d
Oolonel Dechert, If the former is eleocted
the Speaker of the Senate will be a Republi-
oan, and the committeen will be framed with
the Repnblioan spirit pred smioating; if the
Intter enoceeds, the Demooracy will oarry
off both the Spenkership and the committess,
and a dead lock between the two branohes of
the Legislature will resnit, exoept in all those
oases of oorrupt legislation in which a dead
look would work such good results, Before
the Legislature soon to assemble will come
two measnres of unusnal impoftance —the re-
apportionment of the entire State into Legis-
Iative and Congressiousl districts, A Con-
gressional reapportionment is made onoe in
ton years and a Legislative reapportionment
onos n seven, so that it oan only happen
onoe in seventy years that the same Legis-
Iature is onlled npon to snperintend both,

In the Legislature of 1861, by which the
laat Congressionsl apportionment was nade,
the Republicans had a majority of 21 in the
Senate and 42 in tbe House, making 63 on
joint ballot. In the Legislature of 1864, by
which the laat Legislative apportionment was
made, the Republican majority in the Senate
was 1 and in the House 4, or 5 on joint
ballot, Inthe last Legislatare, the Republi-
oans bad 3 majority in the Benate and 20 in
the House, or 23 on joint ballot. In the
Legislature soon to assembls, the Sena'e
stands 16 Republicans to 16 Democrats, with
the seat of the First district wvaoant, and the
House 65 Republicans to 45 Demoorats —a
Republican majority of 10, If the control
of the Benate is secured by the election of
Mr. Lyndall, the Republicans will therefora
be a little botter off than they were in 1861,
but still far from as powerful as
they wore In 1861, They will, however,
be in a olear majority in both houses,
and when presenting a united front can carry
throngh such political legislation as is antago-
nized; while the fact that they will huve a
majority of one only in the Senate wifl tend
greatly to keep their demands and purposes
within the bounds of reason, by rendering it
possible for the defection of a single right.
minded Republican member to defeat an un-
fair and iniquitous arrangement of the Con.
gressional and Legislative distriots, If the
Demoorats were in power, the Btate would
be so gerrymandered as to give them abso-
lute control of it for years to come; as they
are not in power, it is possible for the people
to peoure a perfeotly honest and impartial
distribntion of the districts, such a distribu-
tion aa will fully satisfy the right-minded
members of both the great political parties.

The election of Mr. Lyndall is therefore a
matter of vital importance to the Btate at
large, not less than to the people of the dis-
trict which he will specially represent. Ha is
emineutly qualifed for the position, and will
make an honest, worthy, and zealous member
of the Benate. Happily his election is a fore-
gone conolusion. In 1866, General William
MoOandless, Democrat, was elected Senator
from this district by 1547 majority over the
late Jeremiah Nichols, Republican. In 1869,
the Iate Benator Watt had a majority of 176
votes over Alexander Diamond. At the re-
oent election, the Republican majority in the
distriot ranged between 750 and 1000, reach-
ing 1010 on the vote for Receiver of Taxes,
end felling to 756 on that for Sheriff. In the
following table are shown the fluctuations in
the vote of the distriot since the Senatorial

sloction of 1866;—
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figures show that the election of Mr,

Lyndall is sssured, if the Republican voters
of the distriot do their funll daty. If they
negleot that duty, they will have good cause
to regret their negleot.

THE NEW STEAMSHIP LINE,

[7 15 understood that the entire stook of the
new European steamship company has already
been subsoribed, and so great has been the
eagerness of oapitalists that subscriptions for
twice the amount have been offered. The
bonds . have also all been offered for even
before they have been placed upon the mar-
ket, a0 that the success of the enterprise may
be cousidered as secured. This company has
started under unusually favorable auspioces,
and it heas seoured the cordia! support of
wany who have formerly declised to engage
in any of the steamship projects that have
beea started at various times. The import-
anoce of the proposed line of European
stemmers oan scarcely be overestimated, and
the innumerable manufacturing, no less than
the oommercial, interests of Fhiladelphia
and Peunsylvania are doubly interested
in its success. The sleamers themselves
will be bailt in this couniry of American ma-
texial, and their construction will give em-
ployment to an immense nuwber of Ameri-
oan workmen; and when finished and in ope-
ration will exert a powerful influsnee in

commersial importance of the
Wuﬂ in stimulating our
manvfsstories.  The principel reason for
the deoline of our commerce has besn that
copital bas, by foroe of circumstances, bosu
diverted into other channels; but the time
has now arrived when a direct communicetlios
with Earope by means of & line of first-class
steamships should weet wilh the cordial sap-

port of all classes of our oitizens, for tha
future prosperity of our most important in-
dnsiries will largely depend upon it. Thers
in no necessity whatever that New York
ghonld any longer be the port of Philadel.
phis, when we have every facility for rivalling
ber in commerce as we sarpesa her in manu-
factures, The oapitalists who have interested
themselves in the new steamship line are en-
titled to the thanks of their fellow-oitizens
sand that the entire slock has already been
subsaribed is a happy sugury for the sucoess
of the enterprise. We have been favored
with an inspection of the subaoription list,
which will be pablished in a few days; But,
strange to say, we do not find upon it the
names of some of the most prominent ship-
pers and shipowners of Philadelphis, and the
enooesn of the enterprise will depend entirely
upon the support of others than those who
hsve been supposed to be the speocial repre-
sentatives of the commercial interests of
Philadelphia.

OLAIMS OF SOUIHERN LOYALISTS.
Fuosm time to time patitions are pressated to
Congress asking for the payment of the peon-
niary losses of Southern loyalista during the
war, and ooccasionally these claims are advo-
oated by influential public journals. A few
mombers of Congress and Senators have also
manifested a streng disposition, from time
to time, to affirm the dootrine that the olaims
are just, and lo assume that the nation
ia bonnd to reimburse every dJoyal
citizen of the rebellious BStates for
losses growing out of the Rebellion and
the war. Heretofore this principle has
fortunately never been fully recognized, and
wo hope it never will be. If Congress onoe
fairly oommences to reimburss the Sounthern
loyalists, the taxpayers of the United Btates
will be fettered forever by an onserous irre-
deemable debt. Claims amounting to thou-
sands of millions of dollars have already been
trumped up, and if the citizens of the North,
in addition to all they have already
puffered, are to enrich the hordes
of Southern leeches and the gangs of specu-
lators, who are manipulating these unjust and
unmerciful exactions, they willbe complataly
stripped of the fruits of their endaring toil,
Of all the schemes devised to plunder the
Treasury, to oppress the people of the North,
and to emrich Washington spsoulators, cor-
rupt Congressmen, and Sounthern sharks at
their expense, none is so insidious and so
dangerous as the proposed reimbursemont
of Southern loyalists. In self-protection
all Northern citizens, without regard to party
affinities, should unite in resistance to this
terrible oppression, and in rebuking every
Oongressman or Senator who has the hardi-
hood to attempt to impose this most terrible
of all burdens upon over-patient Northern
oonstitnencies.

Canu Bogunz, in his speech in the Senate
defining his anomalons partisan position, in-
sisted that the leading principle he favorsis
amnesty, and that his advocscy of revemne
reform was o mere incidental or subordinate
feature of his Missouri canvass. Resorting
to a species of subtle reasoning that can
soaroely be comprebended by those who have
not sounded the profonndest depths of Ger.
man philosophy, he contended that the time

is now at hand when a new party must be |
organized, while he expressed a confident be- |

lief that the Republican party would, after
“healthy regeneration,” becomse this omnipo-
tent party of the future. Bchurz's idea, as
far as he has one, or as far as we are capable
of comprehending it, appears to be that the
present Republican organization must be
broken up, so that he and few congeaial
spirits may have the satisfaction of putting
together the pieces or particles in an im-

proved shape. We apprehend, however. that |

this sort of political reconstruction is a task
far beyond Schurz's capacity, If the Repub-
lican party is to be regenerated, it is scarcely
prudent to commence oporations by reducing
it to impalpable powder, It eannot afford to
undergo the risk of dying outright in the
vague hope that death will insure an im-
proved future existence. Common sense
people will be apt to conclude that the readi-
ness of the Missouri Senator to kill the exist-
ing organization is incompatible with a sin-
cere desire for its restoration; and that if his
blows against the party that warmed him
into life prove really effective, he will infi-
nitely prefer a Democratic to a semi-Repabli-
can substitute for the party that uow dominates
the land.
